REPORT OF DIRECTOR 


Mr. Krull asked Mr. Fortriede to report on library service statistics 
for the year 1989. He noted that for the year, the library circulated 
2,929,244 items, answered 301,145 reference questions, presented 
programs attended by 119,317 people and provided 4,613,657 instances of 
service to the people of Allen County. Circulation dropped by 22,467 
compared to 1988, a drop of .76 percent. Other use measures also 
declined for the year: programming by 5 percent, non-circulating use 
by 4.1 percent, and outside programming and use of meeting rooms, 8.5 
percent. All of these measures are directly affected by the branch 
closings and relocations which occurred in the second half of the year. 
It appears that absent these disruptions we would have shown slight 
increases in all measures. Reference questions answered is the one 
major element of service which is not much affected by branch closings 
Since 90 percent of this service is provided at the main library. 
Reference service increased by 7.4 percent in 1989, following two years 
of declines. 


Development Progress on the capital improvement project is summarized 
as follows: At Aboite branch, the roof sheathing is being put on as 
well as the felt. There are still some trusses to erect before the 
roof can be finished, but the brick work is almost complete except for 
around the entrance. At Tecumseh branch the brick work is progressing 
as the weather permits and duct work, electrical and mechanical work is 
progressing, as well as installing interior insulation. There is 
nothing new to report at Dupont or New Haven branches at this time. 


Georgetown branch is open though the heating units in the west side of 
the building are not fully operational yet and a lot of small details 
need to be finished. Harlan branch opened to the public on January 22, 
1990, but there are many details to finish there also. Little Turtle 
branch has been cleared out and is in the hands of the contractor and 
should be back in operation in three months. 


The new Woodburn branch was made available to us on January 22, 1990. 
The old location will be closed on January 29, and we will re-open in 
the new location on February 5, 1990. At Pontiac branch the west side 
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ACPL Board of Trustees, January 25, 1990 


of the building is finished and looks good. We hope to exchange sides 
with the contractor at the end of the month, or shortly thereafter. 
They have started to install new windows at the Hessen Cassel location. 
Waynedale branch has nothing new to report but at the main library work 
continues on the roof and in the rare book and community relations 
areas. We will be moving administrative staff to other areas of the 
building while construction moves to the administrative office area. 
The glaziers are installing window frames on the second floor. 


The desktop publishing system which was partially paid for by the 
Friends of the Library has been received, and Community Relations staff 
are receiving training in the use of the system.

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REPORT ON 1990 HFALTH INSURANCE PROGRAM 


Patrick Sullivan of Benefit Consultants, Inc. reported his 
recommendations on health insurance for the library for 1990. Based on 
past experience of service, and on coverage and rate quotations for 
1990, he recommended that the library maintain Physicians Health Plan 
as its medical insurance carrier for 1990. In order to improve service 
and response time on handling of dental claims, he recommended that the 
library change dental carriers from Mutual Benefit to Aetna. Sucha 
change should meet the goal of maintaining costs and plan design while 
dramatically improving service. On motion of Mr. McMahan it was voted 
that the recommendation of Benefit Consultants be adopted and that 
Physicians Health Plan remain the library's medical carrier and that 
Aetna become the carrier for the library's dental plan. 


REPORT ON PROPERTY, CASUALITY, AND LIABILITY INSURANCE RENEWAL 


Duane Lupke of Lupke, Rice,: Clancy, Inc. reported on Property, 
Casualty, and Liability Insurance coverage for 1990. Quotations were 
sought from three major insurance companies, with Commercial Union 
submitting the best rates. The master insurance policy with Commercial 
Union has therefore been renewed for 1990. Mr. Lupke recommended that 
the board consider adding "difference in conditions" coverage which 
will cover the library for additional perils including earthquake, 
flooding, and backing up of sewers and drains. This matter was 
referred to the Finance, Gifts, & Insurance Committee for further 
study.

REPORT OF DIRECTOR 


Mr. Krull read a letter from Herbert H. Roemer, mayor of the city of 
Woodburn, expressing the thanks of the Woodburn City Council and the 
citizens of Woodburn for the board's investment in the new Woodburn 

branch library. 


Mr. Fortriede reported on library service statistics for the month of 
January, 1990. 


Mr. Clegg presented a progress report on the capital improvement 
project. It is summarized as follows: At Aboite branch, the rough 
plumbing work is proceeding in anticipation of the floor being poured 
soon. Electrical floor conduit is also being laid to speed the floor 
pours. As soon as the metal roofing material is delivered and the 
weather cooperates, the roof can go on. The heat is on at Dupont 
branch and work on electrical, plumbing, and other ductwork is 
continuing. The dry wall will be put up soon. Much of the insulation 
has been placed at New Haven branch and part of the dry wall work has 
been finished. Some of the stucco material has been affixed to the 
* exterior. 


Work is progressing on the new children's facade at Hessen Cassel 
branch. Their bridge to the area is also there and the children love 
going over the bridge into their own identifiable area. Lights have 
been delivered to the Little Turtle branch site and mechanical and 
electrical work is progressing. Dry wall work in the public areas is 
fairly well along. At Tecumseh branch work is progressing well. 
Electrical, plumbing, and HVAC work is moving right along. The heating 
units have been installed and only the meter needs to be installed 
before we will have heat. Some insulation and dry wall has already 
been put up. 


At Georgetown, Harlan, Woodburn, Monroeville, Shawnee, and Waynedale 
branches the notes are typed and lists have been given to the architect 
for review before forwarding to the contractor. There are still many 
small details that need to be finished at these branches. 


Cindy Woodruff, Children's Services Department Manager, reported on her 
activities as a member of the Newbery Committee of the American Library 
Association. This prestigious committee is responsible for selecting 

a children's book, each year, to receive the coveted Newbery Award. 

The 1989 award winning book was Number the Stars by Lois Lowry. The 
Newbery honor books for 1989 were Afternoon of the Elves written by 
Janet Taylor Lisle, Shabanu, Daughter of the Wind, by Suzanne Fisher 
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Staples, and The Winter Room, written by Gary Paulson. Ms. Woodruff 
expressed her appreciation to the board for the financial support 
afforded her to participate in the activities of the Newbury Committee 
and attend the necessary meetings at the annual and mid-winter sessions 
of the American Library Association. 


Mr. Krull requested that the board schedule a working session to 
consider policy issues related to the library's automated circulation 
system which will be brought online later this year. The board agreed 
to hold a working session at 9:00 a.m. on March 19, 1990. 


Mr. Krull described several options for holding grand openings at the 
newly renovated library facilities.

Duane Lupke of Lupke, Rice, 
Clancy is investigating further details of limits of coverage under 
federal flood insurance. The committee recommends that the board apply 
for federal flood insurance as an interim measure, and that the library 
director investigate such alternatives as installation of backup 
generators to run the library sump pumps in the event that a flood 
occurs during a power outage.

It is the policy of the Allen County Public Library to promote the free 
and convenient use of library books and materials and to assure that 
materials will be available for public use.

Use on Library Premises 


The library provides free use of all books, materials, facilities 
and professional services inside library buildings. 


Borrowing of Materials 


The library provides for the borrowing of some books and other 
library materials for use outside the library buildings. Decisions 
concerning what materials may be borrowed are made by library staff 
on the basis of research value, physical condition, monetary value, 
rarity, replaceability, and public need. It is unlawful in Indiana 
to fail to return library materials. (I.C. 35-43-4-3.5) 


Eligible Borrowers 
An eligible borrower is any one of the following: 


A. Any person (defined as an individual or an organization) 
residing in or paying general property taxes in Allen County, 
Indiana. Only those persons who can provide a permanent 
street address are eligible. Post office boxes do not qualify 
aS permanent street addresses. Students living in apartments, 
dormitories, or houses in Allen County are eligible borrowers. 


B. Any person who presents valid borrowing credentials from a 
public library in Indiana that participates in the Indiana 
Reciprocal Borrowing Agreement. Such persons are eligible for 
a limited number of services, which are enumerated in the 
reciprocal borrowing agreement executed by the library and the 
Indiana State Library and amended from time to time. 


C. Any person who purchases a subscription borrower’s card. Such 
persons are eligible for the full range of library services. 
The fee for a subscription borrower’s card is established by 
the Board of Library Trustees and adjusted from time to time 
to reflect the cost of library services provided. The fee is 
based on the per capita revenue received by the library from 
all tax sources, multiplied by a factor that describes the 
average size of a household in the state of Indiana. All 
members of the immediate household of a subscription 
borrower’s card holder may be issued borrower’s cards without 
additional charge.

The Library will lend certain high-cost items only to persons 
18 years of age or older. 


4. Registration of Borrowers 


ie 


Each person who registers-for a library borrower’s card must 
furnish proof of identity and residence. The.library may mail 
the borrower’s card to the applicant’s residence as a means of 
verifying the accuracy of the address provided on the 
application. 


The library director shall establish rules concerning the 
expiration of borrower’s cards issued to the various classes 
of borrowers described in section 3 above. 


Any person who does not reside in or pay general property 
taxes in Allen County, Indiana, may, by the payment of an 
annual fee, obtain a subscription borrower’s card. (See 
Appendix A, Schedule of Fines, Fees, and Charges. ) 


5. Loan Period 


The library will lend books and other library materials for the 
following time periods, depending on type of material: 


A. Video cassettes, 16mm films, and audiovisual equipment items: 
three days. 

B. All other materials: two weeks. 

C. The library may establish special loan periods for materials 
in high demand or in short supply in order to ensure adequate 
availability and selection for the largest possible number of 
patrons. Special loan periods may also be established to 
accommodate needs of users, e.g., teachers, nursing centers, 
day care centers. 

6. Renewal 
The library will renew the loan of any item for the same period as 
the original loan, provided that there is no request for the item 
by another borrower currently on file. The library director may 
authorize staff members to restrict renewals by a borrower if, in 
the director’s opinion, the borrower is abusing the loan privilege 
by excessive renewal of material that tends to deny use of the 
material to other borrowers. 

7. Number of Items Loaned. 


A borrower may borrow any number of books and other circulating 
items without limit, except in special circumstances: 


A.

A manager of a library agency may place a limit on the number 

of items which may be borrowed during periods of high demand, 

or in cases where the number of items in a certain category is 
insufficient to fully satisfy public demand. 


A newly registered patron may borrow up to three items, except 
films and equipment, until a borrower’s card is issued.

Borrower Responsibility 


A. The person in whose name a library borrower’s card is issued 
is responsible for all books and other items checked out on 
that card. Parents and legal guardians are responsible for 
materials checked out on cards issued to their minor children.

C. If a library borrower’s card is lost or stolen, the person in 
whose name the card is issued is responsible for all items 
checked out on the card up to the time it is reported lost or 
stolen to the library.

iv. Nothing in the foregoing shall be construed in such a 
way as to limit the right of the library to establish a 
fair replacement cost for any lost, stolen, damaged, or 
destroyed property, and to recover the full value 
thereof from the borrower responsible for it. 


C. If a borrower’s card is lost or stolen, it will be replaced 
one time free of charge. Thereafter, a charge will be levied 
for the replacement of a lost or stolen card. (See Appendix 
A, Schedule of Fines, Fees, and Charges. ) 


suspension of Privileges 


The library may suspend the borrowing privileges of any person who 
owes the library an accumulated total of fines, charges, or 
unreturned material in excess of limits established by the Board

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of Library Trustees and revised from time to time. (See Appendix 
B, Suspension of Privileges) 


Confidentiality of Records 


The library specifically recognizes that its circulation records 
and other records identifying the names of library users with 
specific materials are confidential in nature. Such records may be 
disclosed only to the person positively identified as the patron to 
whom the materials have been loaned. No such records shall be made 
available to any governmental agency or any individual not 
specifically authorized by the director. (See Library Policy, 
Library Records, adopted January 22, 1987.

REPORT OF DIRECTOR 


The automation project continues to make good progress with patron 
registration now standing at 22,149. The database now contains 643,010 
titles and 1,019,417 items. 886,393 of these items have been input by 
the labeling and linking teams. Labeling and linking has moved to the 
branches where teams have virtually completed Georgetown and have moved 
on to Harlan, Hessen Cassel, Shawnee, Waynedale, Monroeville, and 
Woodburn. At main library, teams continue to work on linking the 
genealogy collection and the paperbacks. 


The first shipment of books for the new Aboite and Dupont branches is 
expected the week of May 6. 


Additional terminals are being installed and will be used by staff at 
main library to assist patrons and in locating materials. The CLSI 
system has now become the most comprehensive and accurate record of the 
library's holdings. However, the full online public access catalog 
software and indexing will not be completed for sometime. In the 
meantime, additional staff and terminals will provide assistance to 
patrons in searching for and locating items in the library's 
collections. 


The Art, Music and Audio-Visual department will close on May 7, to 
allow workmen to install new light fixtures and carpeting throughout 
the department. 


Tecumseh and New Haven branches are scheduled to reopen early in May, 
with Little Turtle to follow soon after. Work continues on the HVAC 
system at Little Turtle. 


Mr. Clegg presented a progress report on the capital improvement 
project. It is summarized as follows: The roof is being assembled at 
Aboite branch and the exterior work is starting again with the re- 
grading of the parking lot. At Dupont branch the interior is taking 
shape and color. We should be able to begin placing furniture sometime 
in June. Tecumseh had almost completed the move back into the branch 
when the building inspector closed us down because the water meter had 
not been installed and other necessary final inspections had not been 
made before we started to move in. We are preparing to open sometime 
in May. 


The new stack has not yet arrived at New Haven branch so it will not be 
arranged the way it will look later. The tentative opening date is set 
for early May. Little Turtle branch has been approved by the building 
inspector and will also open as soon as possible in May. At main 
library much of the work has been finished with a few exceptions that 
include the staff lounge, which will be at least two more weeks, and 
AMAV which will be closed the 7th through the 17th or 18th of May for 
carpeting and overhead work. Work in the Administrative area has been 
completed and staff have moved into their new offices.

A RESOLUTION approving temporary tax anticipation borrowing, authorizing the 
Allen County Public Library ("Issuer") to make temporary loans for the use of the 
Funds listed in Section 1 of this Resolution (collectively "Funds") during the period 
January 1, 1990 through December 31, 1990 in anticipation of current taxes levied in the 
year 1989 and collectible in the year 1990 ("Taxes"), authorizing the issuance of tax 
anticipation time warrants ("Warrants") to evidence such loans; pledging the Taxes and 
other available revenues to be received in these Funds to the payment of the Warrants, 
including the interest thereon; authorizing the execution of a Warrant Purchase 
Agreement with the Indiana Bond Bank; ratifying, approving, and confirming the 
proceedings had and action taken by the Library Board of Trustees ("Board") of the Issuer 
in authorizing the making of the temporary loans and the issuance of Warrants to 
evidence such loans for the Funds and fixing a time when this resolution shall take 
effect. 


WHEREAS, the Treasurer has represented that there will be insufficient funds in 
each of the Funds to meet the current operating expenses of the Issuer payable from the 
Funds prior to the 1990 distributions of Taxes levied for the Funds; and 


WHEREAS, a necessity exists to obtain temporary loans for stne Funds” in 
anticipation of Taxes for the Funds actually levied and in the course of collection for the 
year 1990; and 


WHEREAS, Section 75 of P.L. 35-1990 authorizes the Issuer to issue warrants 
payable from revenues to be collected by adoption of a resolution; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LIBRARY BOARD OF TRUSTEES 
OF THE 444 County PUBLIC LIBRARY: 


Section i. (a) The Issuer is authorized to borrow from the Indiana Bond Bank 
("Bond Bank") on temporary loans for the use and benefit of the Funds described below in 
the maximum principal amounts set forth below for each Fund:

Debt Service(Bond & Interest Redemption Fund) 


(b) The loans shall be evidenced by Warrants bearing interest at a rate or rates 
per annum not to exceed 8% per annum, the exact rate or rates of interest to be 
determined as provided in Section 4 and the Warrants to be substantially in the form set 
forth in Section 3. The Warrants shall be dated as of the date or dates of delivery of the 
Warrants. Separate Warrants shall be issued for each Fund, and the Warrants for each 
Fund may be issued in an amount not to exceed the amount shown in Section l(a).

Interest shall be calculated on the basis of a 365-day year over the actual number of days 
elapsed and shall be paid on the amounts advanced on each Warrant for the time such 
advance is outstanding, 


(c) The Warrants shall mature and be payable on on before December 31, 1990, 
and shall be subject to mandatory redemption as provided in the Warrant Purchase 
Agreement between the Issuer and the Bond Bank ("Warrant Purchase Agreement"). The 
Warrants issued for each Fund, including interest, shall be payable from that Fund, and 
there is hereby pledged for the payment of the Warrants issued for each Fund and 
interest thereon the Taxes and other revenues to be received in that Fund. 


Section 2, (a) The Warrants shall be executed in the name of Issuer by the 
President, and attested by the Secretary of the Board. The Warrants shall be payable at 
the office of the Treasurer. The Warrants may be in any denominations determined by 
the Treasurer not to exceed the maximum amounts set forth in Section 1 and the Warrant 
Purchase Agreement. The Warrants are not subject to redemption except as set forth in 
Section l1(¢). 


(b) The Warrant proceeds shall be used for purposes of the Fund for which the 
Warrant was issued and, if necessary, to pay all costs incurred in connection with the 
issuance of the Warrants. 


Section 3. The Warrants shall be issued in substantially the form set forth in 
Exhibit A attached hereto (all blanks, including the appropriate amounts, date, statutory 
citations, and other data, to be properly completed prior to the execution and delivery 
thereof). 


Section 4. (a) The Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to have the 
Warrants prepared, and the President and the Secretary of the Board are hereby 
authorized and directed to execute the Warrants in the manner substantially set out in 
the form provided above. The Treasurer shall sell any or all of the Warrants to the Bond 
Bank pursuant to IC 5-1.5 and Section 75 of P.L. 35-1990 on such terms as are consistent 
with the terms of this Resolution and are mutually agreed to between the President and 
the Treasurer and the Bond Bank. 


(b) The proper officers of the Issuer are authorized to deliver the Warrants to the 
Bond Bank in one or more series“or advances for the agreed purchase price in 
immediately available funds. The Warrants may be delivered in one or more series at one 
time or in parcels from time to time, pursuant to any agreements or understandings with 
respect to delivery by and between the President and the Treasurer and the Bond Bank as 
are consistent with this Resolution. The President and the Treasurer are authorized to 
complete and submit an application to the Bond Bank, and the President and Secretary 
are authorized to execute the Warrant Purchase Agreement with the Bond Bank in a form 
acceptable to the President and the Treasurer and to do such other actions and execute 
such documents as are consistent with this Resolution and as may be required by the 
Bond Bank as a condition to the purchase of the Warrants. The form of the Warrant 
Purchase Agreement is incorporated in this Resolution by reference and attached hereto.

Section 5. In order to preserve the exclusion of interest on the Warrants from gross 
income for federal tax purposes under Section 103 of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986 
as amended and in existence on the date of issuance of the Warrants ("Code"), and as an 
inducement to purchasers of the Warrants, the Issuer represents, covenants and agrees 
that:

(a) No person or entity other than the Issuer or another state or local 
governmental unit will use proceeds of the Warrants or property financed by the Warrant 
proceeds other than as a member of the general public. The Warrant proceeds will be 
used for purposes of the respective Funds. 


(b) No portion of the payment of the principal of and interest or the Warrants will 
(under the terms of the Warrants, this Resolution or any underlying arrangement), 
directly or indirectly, be (i) secured by an interest in property used or to be used for a 
private business use or payments in respect of such property or (ii) derived from 
payments in respect of such property or borrowed money used or to be used for a private 
business use. 


(ce) No Warrant proceeds will be loaned to any person or entity other than another 
state or local governmental unit. No Warrant proceeds will be transferred, directly or 
indirectly, or deemed transferred to a nongovernmental person in any manner that would 
in substance constitute a loan of the Warrant proceeds. 


(d) The Issuer will not take any action nor fail to take any action with respect to 
the Warrants that would result in the loss of the exclusion from gross income for federal 
tax purposes on the Warrants pursuant to Section 103 of the Code, nor will the Issuer act 
in any other manner which would adversely affect such exclusion. 


(e) The Issuer represents that it intends to qualify for the exception to the rebate 
requirement of Section 148(f) of the Code set forth in Section 148(f)(4)(B) or (C) of the 
Code. However, if the Issuer does not qualify for such exception with regard to any of 
the Warrants the Issuer will comply with the rebate requirement of Section 148(f) of the 
Code to the extent necessary to preserve the exclusion from gross income for federal tax 
purposes of interest on the Warrants.

REPORT OF DIRECTOR 


Mr. Krull gave a report on library use and service for the month of 
June and the year to date. 


Construction work at the Dupont branch is substantially complete. Work 
at Aboite is at least a month or two behind. Opening of the new 
branches will depend upon deliveries of furniture, equipment, and 
books. Some delays have been experienced but every effort is being 
made to resolve problem back orders and delivery schedules. The goal 
is to open both new branches by the end of the year, with Dupont 
probably opening before Aboite. 


The Allen County Public Library Foundation has received two gifts to 
date for its new Business, Science, and Technology Endowment Fund. 
Gifts have been received from Ron Plassman ($2,000) and Hagerman 
Construction ($2,500 payment on a total pledge of approximately $7,500 
over three years). 


The Knogo electronic monitoring system has been activated at both 
public entrances to the main library. Public acceptance has been 
excellent, with several patrons commenting that they are happy to see 
improved security measures to protect the library's collections. 


A technical problem with the permit issued for transportation of 
contaminated soil from the new parking lot site has caused a further 
delay in that project. 


Landscaping of the main library will probably incorporate trees to be 

obtained at a substantial savings through a city grant program. Plans 
are being coordinated by the library's architects and representatives 

of thercaty.

REPORT OF DIRECTOR 


Mr. Krull called on Mr. Fortriede for a report on library service 
statistics for the month of July and for the year to date. Mr. 
Fortriede also showed examples of several old books that the library 
had sent with a conservator from Heckman Bindery to a book restoration 
seminar at the Library of Congress. The books were beautifully 
restored at no cost to the library. 


Mr. Krull noted that such restoration is normally very expensive and 
thus not appropriate for large numbers of volumes. Unfortunately, 
millions of volumes in libraries throughout the world are crumbling 
into brittle flakes. The deterioration results from the breakdown of 
paper fibers caused by the acid used in paper production since the 
middle of the Nineteenth Century. Some work is being done by academic 
libraries to microfilm brittle books before their intellectual content 
is lost forever, but public libraries have not addressed the problem of 
deteriorating books in their collections. The material at risk is 
different in nature from that which makes up most academic library 
collections, but its loss would be no less tragic. The Allen County 
Public Library may be in a position to take a leadership role in 
raising the awareness of public libraries in our region to the 
preservation problem we face. 


October 1 has been set as the target date for bringing the CLSI 
automated circulation system online for the circulation of books and 
other materials online at the main library. Videotapes have been 
circulated on the CLSI system for quite some time. A major hardware 
upgrade will be completed by early September. 


Mr. Andorfer reported that work is underway by the library 
administration and the library's insurance consultants to draft 
specifications for obtaining quotations on the library's general 
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insurance package. Specifications will be issued in September and bids 
will be due in late November or early December.

The various pieces of equipment bid were evaluated by referring to two 
published product reference guides dealing specifically with 
photocopiers: Buyers Laboratory Copier Selection Guide and DataQuest's 
SpecCheck Competitive Copier Guide. All machines bid except two models 
fall into DataQuest's Industry Segment 2. Machines listed in each of 
the seven industry segments are judged to be similar in terms of speed, 
average monthly copy volume, average retail pricing, and general 
characteristics. 


The two machines that do not fall into DataQuest's Segment 2 are the 
Canon 2020 and the Konica 1790. While these machines may be at the 
high end of Segment 1 machines, they are not judged to be equal to the 
demanding use that copiers will receive in most library locations. 


Of the machines falling into Segment 2, the Savin 7220, bid by Adams 
Remco, offers the most economical choice at the copy volumes projected 
for library locations. Adams Remco, headquartered in South Bend, is an 
established dealer with a leading share of copier business in the South 
Bend, Mishawaka, and southern Michigan markets. They have recently 
purchased the Savin franchise in Fort Wayne from HPS (Hoosier Photo 
Supply) and have retained HPS's extensive local copier service staff. 


The staff recommend the acceptance of the bid of Adams Remco for the 
rental of Savin 7220 copiers, at a monthly rental per machine of $99.00 
and a maintenance charge including all parts, supplies, and labor of 
$.015 per copy.

REPORT OF DIRECTOR 


Mr. Krull called on Mr. Fortriede for a report on library service 
statistics for the month of November and for the year to date. Mr. 
Fortriede also discussed the process used by staff in allocating the 
book and materials budget. 


A test database of library bibliographic records is being created as 
the first phase of implementation of the online public access catalog 
(OPAC). After the test database is evaluated and any parameter 
modifications made, indexing of the full database will begin. This is 
expected to take approximately nine months to complete. 


The new truck for Outreach Services was delivered before Christmas and 
is now in service at nursing homes, nutrition sites, and senior centers 
throughout Allen County. The vehicle and equipment were made possible 
by a $25,000 grant from the English, Bonter, Mitchell Foundation. 


The State Board of Tax Commissioners hearing on the library's 1991 
budget took place on December 13. The advertised budget was reduced by 
less than $100,000, a smaller amount than expected. 


COMMITTEE REPORTS 
Nominating Committee 


Mr. Andorfer reported the following slate of officers for 1991: 
President, Alan McMahan; Vice President, C. Philip Andorfer; Secretary, 
Patricia E. Riley; Treasurer, Earl A. Reitenour. There being no 
further nominations, Mr. Andorfer moved "that nominations be closed and 
the Secretary be instructed to cast a unanimous ballot for the slate 
presented." The motion carried. 


Mr. Andorfer reported that four proposals were received in response to 
the library's specifications for insurance coverage, prepared by 
Insurance Audit and Inspection Co. Proposals were received from Lupke, 
Rice, Clancy; DeHayes Group; O'Rourke, Andrews and Maroney; and Yaste, 
Zent and Rye. 
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Proposal #1 submitted by Lupke, Rice, Clancy offers the best rates and 
meets the specifications as issued at an annual cost of $81,885. This 
proposal provides coverage for total property values of $76,844,000. 
By comparison, our current policy coverage is for $43,483,189 ata 
premium cost of $107,455, making the Lupke, Rice, Clancy proposal very 
attractive. 


Lupke, Rice, Clancy also offers a modification to their Proposal #1 
which would provide earthquake coverage at $50,000,000 and flood 
coverage at $20,000,000. Current coverages are $43,483,189 and 
$10,000,000, respectively. Specifications called for earthquake 
coverage of at least $25,000,000 and flood coverage of at least 
$10,000,000. 


Mr. Andorfer moved "that Lupke, Rice, Clancy's proposal #1 with the 


stated modifications be accepted, subject to the concurrence of the 
library's insurance consultants." The motion carried.

WHEREAS, the Board now finds that an emergency exists for 
the borrowing of money to pay current running expenses and that 
temporary loans for the Fund for such purposes should be made and 
that temporary loan tax anticipation warrants evidencing such loans 
should be issued and sold, subject to the terms and conditions set 
forth herein and in accordance with the provisions of Indiana law; 
and 
WHEREAS, the levy proposed for collection for the Fund 


in the year 1991 is estimated to produce in the aggregate, with 


respect to such Fund, an amount equal to or in excess of the 


principal and interest cost of making temporary loans for the Fund 
for each of the periods, the first ending June 28, 1991, the "First 
Borrowing Period"), and the second ending December 31, 1991 (the 
"Second Borrowing Period") (the First Borrowing Period and the 
Second Borrowing Period shall collectively be defined as the 
"Borrowing Periods"); and 

WHEREAS, a necessity exists for the making of temporary 
loans evidenced by temporary loan tax anticipation warrants for the 
Fund in anticipation of the receipt of current revenues for the 
Fund actually levied and in the course of collection for the year 
1991 and the Board hereby authorizes the making of temporary loans 
to procure the amounts necessary, in combination with other

WHEREAS, the Issuer has not previously issued temporary

WHEREAS, the Board seeks to authorize the issuance of 
such temporary loan tax anticipation warrants with respect to the 
Fund for each Borrowing Period and the sale of such warrants to 
the Indiana Bond Bank (the "Bond Bank") pursuant to the provisions 
of Indiana Code 5-1.5, subject to and dependent upon the terms and 


conditions hereinafter set forth. 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 
OF ALLEN COUNTY PUBLIC LIBRARY, ALLEN COUNTY, INDIANA: 

Section 1. It is hereby found and declared that an 
emergency exists for the borrowing of money and therefore the 
Issuer is hereby authorized to make temporary loans to meet current 
running expenses pursuant to the provisions of Indiana Code 20-14-3 
for the use and benefit of the Fund of the Issuer for each of the 
Borrowing Periods in anticipation of current tax revenues actually 
levied and in the course of collection for the Fund for the year 
1991, which loans shall be evidenced by temporary loan tax 
anticipation warrants of the Issuer (the "Warrants"). A separate 
Warrant shall be issued for each Borrowing Period and each Warrant 
shall be dated as of its respective date of delivery. The Warrant 
issued for the First Borrowing Period shall mature and be payable 
on June 28, 1991, in a principal amount not to exceed $2,400,000, 
and the Warrant issued for the Second Borrowing Period shall mature 
and be payable on December 31, 1991, in a principal amount not to 
exceed $2,575,000.

forth under the Advance Funding Agreement. Any Warrant not timely 
paid will bear interest at a rate or rates not to exceed twelve 
percent (12%) per annum after maturity. Interest shall be 
calculated on the basis of a 365-day year and the actual number of 
borrowing days elapsed. 

Section 2. The officers of the Issuer are authorized to 
deliver a principal amount of the Warrant for a Borrowing Period 
up to or less than the maximum amount established in Section 1 
hereof in order to comply with any requirements of the Bond Bank. 
The Issuer shall have the option to prepay Advances under the 
Warrants pursuant to the terms of the Advance Funding Agreement 
and, to the extent that prior to maturity the Issuer shall have 
received payment of part or all of the taxes in anticipation of 
which a Warrant has been issued, the Treasurer is authorized and 
directed to prepay such Advances pursuant to the terms of the 
Advance Funding Agreement.
